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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 133-139 and 141-148, drawn to a plasmid comprising a 
heterologous pir gene having at least one mutation in the pir gene leucine 
zipper-like motif or the pir gene DNA binding region, and cells comprising 
said heterologous pir gene and a DNA molecule comprising a 
heterologous gene, a selection gene, a target region for a recombinase, 
and an conditional origin of replication, classified in class 435, subclass 
320.1. 

II. Claim 140, drawn to the cell line XAC1pir1 16, classified in class 435, 
subclass 252.8. 

III. Claims 149-151, drawn to a method for detecting a plasmid copy-up 
mutation comprising introducing at least one mutation into a target 
sequence, transforming the mutated target sequence into a host cell 
comprising a plasmid wherein the plasmid comprises a nucleotide 
sequence encoding uroll methyltransferase and the copy number of the 
plasmid is effected by the target sequence, growing the host cell under 
conditions wherein the nucleotide sequence is expressed to produce a 
culture of cells; exposing the culture of host cells to UV, and detecting 
fluorescence, classified in class 435, subclass 29. 
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The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

The products of Group I and the products of Group II, are chemically, 
biologically, and functionally distinct from each other and thus one does not render the 
other obvious. The product of each group is not needed to produce the products of the 
other groups (each of which can be isolated from cells or organisms, made 
synthetically, and/or are self-replicating without the need for the isolated products of the 
other groups). Therefore, the inventions of the groups are capable of supporting 
separate patents. 

The inventions of Groups I and II, and Group III are unrelated. Inventions are 
unrelated if it can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and 
they have different modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP 
806.04, MPEP 808.01). In the instant case the different products of Groups I and II are 
not used in or made by the methods of Groups III. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. Further more, especially in instances 
where the classifications are the same, the non-patent literature searches required for 
each of these inventions are not co-extensive, hence said searches would be 
burdensome. Therefore, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must

encompassing the elected invention.
